And the Boys Were Sweltering at Camp 
| Northen. 


THERE WAS RAIN THE DAY BEFORE 


But It Only Seemed to Steam Up as 
Yesterday’s Sun Waxed Hot and 
High Toward Meridian.

Camp Northen, June 18.—(Special.)—A 
hot day and hard work have been the two 
characteristic features of camp life today. 

But the boys are standing up to duty no- 
bly and not a word of complaint has been 
heard from any one, no difference what the 
requirements of him. 

The rain yesterday 
phere and everything at 12 o’clock last 
night bid fair for a pleasant day. But 
this morning the sun came out with a sick- 
ening heat that has been felt by all in both 
the camp and the city. 

The soldiers rose at their usual hour, 5 
o'clock, and after their cup of hot coffee 
and ham sandwich, went on the ground 
for an hour’s drill in battalion. At the 
usial hour for breakfast, 7 o'clock, they 
all reported for duty, and after being dis- 
missed with honors from the breakfast ta- 
ble they all repaired to their quarters. 

The Target Practice. 

Those who had been successful in the 
target practice in getting into the long- 
range shoot reported to Lieutenants Satter- 
lee and Haynes, of the United States ar- 
my, for target practice. 

And it was here the interest of the day, 
as well as the entire encampment, has cen- 
tered. 

After completing the shooting at the six- 
bundred-yard range this morning the skir- 
mish on the “silhouette” figures began. 

The skirmishers were selected from those 
of tach battalion who made the best score 
in the target practice. Three men from 
each of the two battalions were thrown out 
in skirmish line at one time, and under 
Lieuterant Haynes were ordered to march, 
halt and fire. The execution of the com- 
mand fire had to be completed in thirty 
seconds from the time the command of 
commence firing to the order of skirmishes 
to cease firing. Only two men were scored 
for non-compliance with orders, one of 
whom failed to fire at the command fire, 
and the other shot after the order to cease 
firing had been given. “very skirmisher 
had ten shots at a group of three of the 
“silhouettes,” one standing, one kneeling 
and one lying down. The shots were 
from five hundred, four hundred, three hun- 
dred and two hundred yards on the ad- 
vance, and from three hundred to six hun- 
dred yards on the retreat, until ten shots 


bad been fired. 

Standing at the distance of three hundred 
yards the figures look exactly like men, 
‘and the shooting done this morning showed 
that it was a good thing they were not. 
Some fine shots were made during the skir- 
mish and I believe it wus one of the lieuten- 
ants of one of the Savannah Volunteer 
Guard companies who made the best score, 
killing all of his men. 
. Lieutenants Satterlee and Haynes have 

promised go give The Constitution a detailed 
account of this skirmish and as it is of great 
interest. to the military of the state, it will 
be well for every volunteer to obtain a 
copy of Monday’s Constitution and see how 
it was worked. This feature of the day 
attracted everybody in camps to the range, 
and the regularity of the firing gave in the 
war-tone that was familiar to many on 
the ground. They recognized it as true» 
skirmishing, such as they dreaded to hear 
in the sixties. 

The Work of Next Week. 


The early part of next week will be quite 
a busy one with the officers of the army of 
the United States who are stationed here. 

It has been definitely settled that a sham 
battle will take place on next Friday, Goy- 
ernor’s Day, and the officers will be kept. 
busy drilling the men in the movements of 
the skirmish, the battle, etc. It is very like- 
y that the Gordon Institute Cadets, of 

arnesville, will come up, and also bring 
their field pieces. This would give sixteen 
companies of infantry, four companies of 
cavalry and two batteries of four pieces in 
the battle, which gvill make it the grandest 
battle in America since Lee surrendered his 
sword to Grant at iy oon in 1865. 

The Burke Light Infantry, of Waynes- 
boro, now in camp here, have in the guns 
they are using relics of former generations. 
They have the old-fashioned 50-caliber guns 
that were used during the war of the revo- 
lution. The Burke Light Infantry are a 
fine body of men, under an excellent com- 
mander, in a section of the state where a 
good company well equipped is needed, and 
the state should see to it that they are bet- 
ter equipped than they now are.

They Spunand W ove and Knit and Netted 
and Embroidered—How They Passed 
Their Lives. 


A woman fin de siecle said the other 
day: “I wonder how American women 
managed to get through their lives a hun- 
dred years ago.” She is the type of a 
» class which may be interested in finding 
~.. gut some of the homely ways in which its 
, great-grandmothers spent their days. 
- Jt was an era of homespun, though rich 

and well-to-do folk had brocade and broad- 
cloth, and lace and Irish linen for high 
days and holidays. 

Four ounces of lint, cotton, or a half 
pound of lock wool was a day's stint in 
spinning, though a clever spinner could ea- 
sily do twice as much. Wool was often 
colored before spinzing—dyed black or red, 
then carded with white. The resultant 
thread, steel or red mixed, was wonderfully 
soft and harmonious in color. Old silk 
parefully raveled, then carded with white 
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i DICH CLOTH—MWs and O's 


prool or cotton, made the silk mixed that 
was such a favorite for the long stocking 
worn with knee breeches, as well as for 
homespun gowns. 

They Were Woven in Various Ways. 


They were woven in all sorts of checks, 
gtripes and cloudings. One of the prettiest 
was dice cloth, a sort of basket-weave, of 
alternate white and black or gray threads, 
thirteen to the group. 

It was too troublesome to weave—a 
thread too many made a balk in the pat- 
tern. For children and servants there 
mere simple checks in blue, or copperas 
and white. Linseys for winter wear were 
gorgeous in green and scarlet and black 
and blue. Dyeing was a part of the home 
work, as well as weaving and spinning. 
From walnut hulls and bark and root came 
twenty shades of brown. Green uts 
and sumach berries’ gave a beautiful fast 
black that did not stain the wearer. Hick- 
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ory bark or peach leaves gave a glowing yel-

How Carpets Were Woven. 


Except for flannels, carpets and blankets, 
the warp was usually of flax or cotton. 
A very pretty eh had half the warp 
of coarse wool doubled—a strand of green 
and one of brown. In weaving, wh®n the 
Wool came uppermost a very coarse woof 
self was shot in. When the thread came 
a very tine thread caught and held it 
ost invisibly. Beaten up thick, 

the effect was that of a #£=mossy 
clouded Turkey fabric. Other’ carpets 
were woven in stripes or plain, like webbing, 
the woolen woot threads passing over 
and under the cotton warp, two at a time. 

Size was estimated by the number of 
threads that, laid side by side, made cloth 
the regulation yard wide. The coarsest 
was four hundred. 

From that, it went up and up with hardly 
a limit but the spinner’s skill and patience. 
Bits of homespun yet extant show credita- 
bly beside the nineteen hundred linen of 
the shops. There was scarcely eS 
they couldn’t weave on these wonderf 
looms of theirs—jersey and serge, and cot- 
ton and linsey, and house-linen and bed- 
linen and blankets. And such counterpanes 
as nobody can buy from any shop. 

In fact, the counterpane was homespun 
high-water mark. Woolen ones had usu-

The very best weaver—she who could “play 
a tune with her shuttle’’ and reel off fifteen 
yards of plain cloth betwixt sunrise and sun- 
set—counted herself lucky if she got above 
two of either. 

The crown of skill and patience, though, 
was knotted cloth. The weave was per 
fectly plain, but at intervals of an inch a 
big soft cord was woven in and pulled up 
In little knots all along its length. Over 
the of the cloth they formed regular 
diamonds.,.

piece of work in which can be found no less 
then nineteen different stitches, many of 
them among the rarest and most difficult 
known. A piece of work somewhat similar 
is a stuff counterpane from the same 
epoch. The fabric—aiso homespun finen— 
is taken double and stitched into flowers 
and leaves with coarse linen thread. ‘Then 
through slits in the under side the figures 
were stuffed with lint cotton, the medallion 
center and the stemless roses standing 
above the plain surface. 
The Netting Needle and Ite Work. 

The netting needle and stirrup likewise 
filled up many a day. The bed was the 
piece de reristance in furnishing then. It 
was a tall four-poster and, beside counter- 
pane and valance, had netted curtains and 
netted points, ing the long pillow and 
bolster cases, indow curtains were 
netted, too, besides edgings and 
fringes ofr all manner of household arti- 
cles. In particular the “toilets’’ that fell 
over the h square bureaus had often a 
netted fall, half a yard deep around them. 
In addition, caps, ruffles, purses and fichus

were netted. The latter were called “dress- 
handkerchiefs,” and folded high about the 
throat over the low cut gowns. It was 
upon them that the netter lavished her 
choicest art. Sometimgs the mesh was as 
fine almost as_ bobbinet. Netted capes 
were high in favor, but the square with 
long ends was accounted better for young 
women. Sometimes they had fringe or 
tassels about the edge, or even a ruifie of 
the net, with a‘ big pattern run in. The 
handsomest finish though was embroidery. 
For this the net was tacked smooth over 
cloth, the fingers wrought through both, 
then the under fabrics cut away, leav- 
ing something in effect closely approaching 
old rose point.

It is no surprise to us to read the names of 
Emerson, Parker, Bronson, Alcott and William 
H. Channing among those that welcomed the 
new gcspel. 

The woman’s convention of 1850 demanded: 

“Equal rights in colleges and universities, 
trades and professions; the right to vote; to 
share in all political offices, honors and emolu- 
ments; to complete equality in marriage; 
equal rights in property, in wages for eq 
work, and in minor ildren; to .make con- 
tracts; to sue and to be sued; to personal free- 
dom, and to serve on juries, especially when 
women are tried.”’ 

It was a bold assertion of right, and stooped 
not to consider methods nor policy. ain 
we see the influence of transcendentalism; 
the spirit of the age was not compromise; It 
Was a vigorous utterance of great and uni- 
versal truths; it was a spirit that breathed 
forth its high aspirations, and waited getensty 
for the world to grow up to them. It never 
changed nor patched for the utility of the 
moment. The leaders of the suffrage move- 
ment of forty years ago would have as little 
thought of asking for one thing at a time, of 
bowing to current prejudice and slowly trans- 
forming it by gra steps, as the leaders 
of the abolitionists would have thought of 
resting their demands in the better housing 
and education of the slaves, thus leaving to 
the future the question of complete enfran- 

ement. 

me may smile at the sweeping charac- 
ter of the demands of the woman’s conven- 
tion; but, after all, the work of the women of 
forty years ago was not so much the per- 
formance of any special deed, not so much 
the accomplishment of any special reform, as 
it was the slow molding and ogame | of 
public opinion. It takes a mee shock to 
stir conservatism and deep-rooted prejudice. 
I doubt if public opinion could have been s0 
wonderfully changed by anything short of 
the brave idealism of the pioneer workers. 

It is always difficult for us basking in the 
bright sunshine of present tolerance to real- 
ize the tyranny and intolerance of the past. 
It is easy for us today to lean back at our 
great club dinners and laugh and applaud gaily 
when Susan B. Anthony rises and tells us 
of the fluttering bonnets peeping in at the 
door and fleeing in dismay at the novel sight 
of a woman speaker; it is delightful to listen 
to our distinguished woman nig om re- 
count amusing anecdotes of t days when 
they had to go from door to door begging for 
the then meager grains of medical knowledge; 
all this gives us a pleasant sensation of pres- 
ent ease. But it was no amusing matter forty 
years ago; the anecdotes that awaken our 
laughter today stirred only tears and heart- 
aches during that yesterday of forty years 
ago, which is so difficult for us to adequately 
picture now. 

I think all the young women of today have 
the sincerest admiration for the women that 
did so much for us. Yet we must ask ourselvs, 
“ought we today follow upon just those 
same lines?’ 

One of the most significant notes struck at 
the last national woman’s council, held at 
Washington in '91, was one of appeal to the 
young women of today not to forsake the 
cause of suffrage, not to become absorbed in 
other directions. It is true that today a very 
large body of our ablesb women are either 
indifferent or antagonistic to the suffrage ques- 
tion. I am not asked to say what I think 
of the young women of today, but in contrast- 
ing the labors of those of the older genera- 
tion with those of the new, I may be per- 
mitted just a few ‘words on present. char- 
acteristics. 

Generalizations are always dangerous. I 
don’t know why it should be so, but generali- 
gations dealing with women are particularly 
dangerous. But I think it is pretty safe to 
venture to say that of the large body of-col- 
lege women the great majority—certainly those 
most prominent—are not members of the suf- 
frage association. I think those that devote 
themselves to the collegiate training of women 
are convinced that a very great deal of pre- 
paration is necessary before women can make 
of the ballot a ‘‘power:for righteousness;’’ are 
convinced also that there is a great deal more 
vitality in the needs of woman than the power 
of voting. I think many of us receive an ob- 
ject lesson from the condition of the negro to- 
day. They have essed the coveted 
right of suffrage for the past two de- 
cades, yet only the other day in our capital, a 
city that ought to, but unfortunately does not, 
represent the sentiment of the entire country, 
there was held a mass meeting of colored men 
for the spot tne of securing the most obvious 
rights of social and civic tolerance. 

t may be true, as Miss Anthony says: “The 
suffrage moyement is the one great underlying 
reform of all other reforms,’’ but it cannot be 
denied that there is growing a wide-spread no- 
tion that a great deal must first be accom- 
age ong in many directions, perhaps especially 

the way of securing further educational op- 
portunsiies, both collegiate and professional, 

fore the suffrage reform can become the one 
vital question that demands the allegiance 
and devtion of all the energetic women of to- 


day. 

The great plea made by the suffragists is 
that women are not more ignorant on the 
whole than the men that vote. It may be true, 
although I doubt it very much, but that is not 
the question. There may be in this country 
entirely too many ignorant voters, to increase 
the number, in the present state of the rule of

He Says the Richmond and Danville Folks 


Are Afraid of Georgia Courts. 
New York, June 18.—Mr. Oakman, pres 


ident of the Richmond and Danville and 
the East Tennessee and Georgia railroads, 
returned this morning from an absence of 
several weeks in the south, where he had 
been making a trip of inspection with Mr. 
Spencer,;"and later detained by complications 
in the state of Georgia. 

Referring to the receivership of the Rich- 
mond and Danville, he stated that the pres- 
ent movement instituted by the security 
holders will undoubtedly protect the proper- 
ty from attacks which were being made 
upon ft and the danger which threatened. 
While he was assured by counsel that the 
case presented, under the application be 
fore Judge Speer for the receivership, 
no possible ground for the _ granting 
of an order, still the very hostile attitude 
taken by the receivers of the Central rail- 
road as applicants, and the previous action 
of the court, induced a feeling of insecurity 
which might well alarm investors and the 
security holders of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad. 

Conservative people with whom.he came 
in contact in Georgia deprecate very strong- 
ly the blow to the interests of the state 
administered through recent proceedings and 
developments there, and realize that it will 
take time to restore confidence in the safety 
of all interests invested there. Crop pros- 
pects in the south are exceptionally good, 
although it is too early in the year to pre- 
dict the future of the cotton crop.

It is well known as regards flour, for in- 
stance that certain of its highly nutritive 
elements are more or less lost by the pro- 
cess of refinement to which they are put, 
and hence bread and ether articles made 
from figur do not afford the nourishment 
which’ many mothers suppose themselves 
to be offering in such food. , 

In wheat the nitrates (muscle- 
makers) as well as the phosphates, _ lie 
mainly in the outer layers of the little 
grain, the inner kernel being largely com- 
posed of starch. So large a proportion of 
these elements is lost by refining that it 
is estimated that bran contains fourteen 
times as much of the phosphates and ni- 
trates as ordinary superfine flour. Gluten 
is also wasted in this process, so that it 
would seem to be a loss both to the organ- 
ism of the child and to household economy 
as well, 

. Many practical and beneficial results 
would accrue to the growing child if there 
was more knowledge in the kitchen as 
well as in the parlor of the science as well 
as the art of dietetics, and the reward 
would often be gained in rosier cheeks, 
straighter backs and stronger limbs for 
the little ones. Certain acids most neces- 
sary for the body are found in fruits, which 
also are great regulators of digestion, and 
therefore fresh fruits, when possible, or 
well-cooked fruit when these are not in 
season, should form a part of every day’s 
table fare for the children.

Involving the Title to Six Million Ac 
of Land. 


ONE-SIXTH OF GEORGIA’S AREA. 


The Far-Reaching Effect of a Land Case 
Going Onin Dooly Oounty—Judge J. 
W. Haygood Did It, 


Six million acres in dispute! This is the 
meaning of a case which is to come up in 
Dooly superior court. 

The case shakes the title of more land 
than has been in dispute since the famous 

wild land sales of 1877, under the direc- 
tion of Attorney General Goldsmith. At 
that time a sixth of the land of Georgia 
was sold under execution for taxes, and 
the title to the whole of that vast area was 
attacked and shaken by yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings. From the nature of the proceed- 
ings and the judgment rendered by the su- 
preme court in a similar case in 1885, there 
is little doubt that the whole of the enor- 
mous transaction by which a sixth of the 
land surface of the state was forced to 
sale ‘will be repudiated by the courts and 
an almost endless chain of titles thrown 
into confusion and litigation. The whole 
vast fabric of the legal process involving 

e sale of six million acres of land under 
the act of 1874 is tottering on its base and 
likely to fall, because of one flaw at the 
foundation of the sale. This flaw is the 
jack of legal notice, the insufficient adver- 
Misement of the sale. —- 

To make,.this clear it will be necessary 
to go back a little. For some time prior 
to 1874, it was evident that a good deal of 
dand in this state was not returned for tax- 
ation. Various attempts were made to 
reach and tax the unreturned lands known 
as “wild lands” Fi the legislature in 
1874 passed one of the most radical meas- 
ures ever spread upon the statute books. 
Gt provided that the tax receivers in each 
county should make to the comptroller 
general a return of all the lands hitherto 
unreturned, and that the comptroller gen- 
eral should advertise these lands for sale 
for taxes, and should issue executions 
egainst them and’ have the sales made if 
faxes were not paid on the lots after they 
had been advertised thirty days in a pa- 
per published at the capital of the state. 

The theory was that after the great land 
lottery in the early part of the century, 
@ great many lots were never taken in pos- 
session by the parties drawing them and 
after two generations were gone, there was 
mo-record of any claim. In this way and 
in ‘other ways, much of the land of the 
state was unoccupied. It was proposed to 
sell this land for taxes and for that pur- 
Bree the law above referred to was passéd. 

nder ‘its operation something over twen- 
ty thousand lots, averaging about three hun- 
dred acres each, were sold in 1877, and 
thousands of people were dispossessed. 

There is no question that cruel wrong was 
done in some cases by the operation of this 
law. It was impossible for the tax re- 
ceivers to know beyond doubt what lots 
were unreturned, for in many cases lots 
supposed to be unreturned wild lands were, 
in reality, parts of worn out plantations 
and w ands, returned in bulk by the 
owners who were often ~ non-residents. 
County lines had changed and sometimes 
land lot numbers were duplicated, where, 
as in the case of what was originally one 
county a half dozen had been carved out. 
In his letter to the comptroller general, 
Mr. Allen J. Bell, then land clerk, spoke 
of the number of errors which ‘had una- 
voidably crept into the list of lots made 
out for advertisement and sale. In the ad- 
vertisement itself, Comptroller General 
Goldsmith called attention to these errors 
—_ — a go * would be corrected 
when satisfac evi i 
was submitted. ~ oe ee 

So this vast area of land, dotted with in- 
numerable homes and occupied by a people, 
poor in the main, but honest.and worthy, 
was forced to sale upon an imperfect legal 
process. Six million acres were sold and 
many of the lots containing several: hun- 
dred acres of land brought only the few 
dollars of tax which had been assessed 
upon them. It was a cruel piece of legisla- 
tion, and one to which a kind of: odium 
has always attached. The law was 
not executed for three years after its pas- 
sage, and it is said that the delay was due 
to Governor Smith to whom the thing was 
so abhorrent and the legal process of exe- 
cuting the law appeared so defective that 
he instructed the comptroller general to 
stop the advertisements which he had in- 
serted in The Constitution for the sale of 
these lots in 1875. However this may be, 
the execution of the law was delayed until 
1877, when the comptroller general, af- 
ter four weekly advertisements of the sale 
issued tax executions against upwards of 
a thousand lots and ferent them to 

There arose such an outcry as has seldom 

en heard in Georgia. The indignation at 
this gigantic sale almost approached # in- 
tensity that which was created 100 years 
ago by the odious Yazoo fraud. The comp- 
troller general was acting under the compul- 
sio.. of a statute, but he was made to bear 
the brunt of the feeling against the law. 
Ths indignant people showered upon him 
letters of bitter denunciation, applying to 
him, as the personal representative of the 
co db ry Poy ern the most odious

The transaction was practically repudi- 
ated by the supr2me court in 1885, when 
insufficient advertisement was declared to 
invalidate the tax title, nut for some reason 
the far-reaching »ffort of that decision does 
not seem to ave dawne upon the public. 
The case in Dooly will leave little room for 
lack of information. The two lots of Dooly 
county land,containing only 405 acres and in-

How It Started. 


The matter came to light through the 
investigation of Judge Haygood, of Monte- 
zuma, who has been engaged in a number 
of land cases in southe:n Georgia.

Chicago, lll, June 18, Midnight.— 
The preliminary skirmish of the 
democratic convention is on in earnest 
and at midnight the headquarters of the 
state delegations and the lobbies of the 
hotels are crowded almost to suffocation 
by the restless mass of enthusiastic dem- 
ocrats, who are pressing their respective 
favorites. 


Cleveland Has the Call 
That Cleveland has the call in the en- 


thusiasm of the hour there is no question; 
that his followers are in the majority in 
the lobbies is evident; that he will poll 
a majority of the vote on the first ballot 
is probable, but that he will evolve from 
the situation as now presented the neces- 
gary two-thirds is a matter of very grave 
goubt. 

Gorman is outspoken in the opinion that 
his nomination means the loss of New 
York. So are Brice and other leaders, 
who foresee in the situation in that state 
g serious problem confronting the party, 
should the convention there be disregard- 
ed in the nomination of Cleveland. The 

-gegulars from New York are storming 
every fort, and are protesting vehemently 
against what they urge will be the inevi- 
table in that state. It remains to be seen 
what effect their protests will have. On 
all sides they pledge the electoral vote of 
New York to whoever is nominated—with 
the one exception of Cleveland, on whom 
they say they cannot center the rank and 


file of the party in their state. 
The Georgia Delegation. 

The Georgia delegation arrived late, 
but is already up to its neck in the fight. 
On the first ballot its vote will be sixteen 
for Cleveland and ten against him. 
Should the balloting be continued a sec- 
ond or third vote would probably reverse 


the figures. 

"The Georgia delegation, whose head- 
quarters are at the Palmer house, will 
meet for organization Monday morning. 
Hon. Fleming G. duBignon will, no 
doubt, be made chairman and Jim Griggs 
will be recommended as one of the vice 
presidents of the convention. " 

An Interesting Feature. 

An interesting feature of this meeting 
will be the selection by the delegation of 
the national committeemen from Georgia 
for the next four years. It is too early 
for predictions. Anything on that line 
is mere guess work. 

The Battle of the Ballots. 

Mr. Cleveland has a majority—that’s 
clear, but the minority against which it 
will contend in the battle of the ballots, 
is desperately in earnest, because it be- 
lieves that the salvation of the party is 
at stake. If it can rally a third of the 
coavention to its tocsin of alarm, Cleve 
land will not be nominated. With the 
seventy-two votes of New York as a nu- 
cleus, and the unyielding perseverence of 
prominent leaders who are striving to 
harmonize the situation in New York by 
the selection of a compromise candidate, it 
may be that the tide will be turned, but 
in the meantime such a turn seems doubt- 
ful—exceedingly doubtful.

Chicago, June 18.—The Whitney confer- 
ence before adjourning last night decided 
that a number of those who took part in 
its deliberations should call upon the chair- 
man of each delegation and get him to make 
a declaration as to the way his delegation 
intends to vote. After a studied estimate 
the conclusion was arrived at that Cleve- 
land had at least 450 votes including those 
instructed and some uninstructed delegates. 

Ex-Seocretary Whitney Talks. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney, in an interview, 
said: “I have been in two big fights—the 
Tilden canipaign of 1876 and the Cleveland 
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EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
campaign of 1888. But in each of these 
it was simply a question of majority and 
in that respect it differed from this. With 
regard to Cleveland now there is no ques- 
tion of his majority. It is simply a matter 
of two-thirds. 

“Cleveland will be nominated on the first 
ballot.” - 

So spoke the Hon. William O. Whitney, 
of New York, in a very emphatic manner, 
as he emerged from the conference of the 
Cleveland managers, which had lasted from 
9 o'clock last night until an early hour this 
morning in Whitney’s private parlors at the 
Richelieu. The gathering was by long odds 
the most important one that has been held 
since political hosts began to center in Chi- 
cago. It was called for the express purpose 
of looking over the entire Cleveland line of 
battle and of determining any weak points 
if they existed. It was like a consultation 
of generals on the eve of battle, with the 
plans of attack and defense laid out before 
them and with every feature of the impend- 
ing conflict open to comment. 

The Consultation Held. 

On arriving here the party went to the 
Richelieu and were assigned a suite of par- 
lors and chambers covering most of the floor 
above the office and overlooking the lake 
front.

Chicago, IL, June 18.—There 
has been no very decided change in the 
situation today. 

The Cleveland people are still claiming 
everything, and Mr. Whitney has boldly 
asserted many times today that there Is 
no doubt of Mr. Cleveland’s nomination. 
He claims that the ex-president will have 
564 votes on the first ballot, and that with 
those the balance will gravitate to him on 
the second ballot without effort. 

The Confidence of Whitney. 

I have it from a man who was in con- 
ference with the Oleveland managers, 
however, that Mr. Whitney is not certain 
of within a hundred of that, but he be- 
lieves that such assertions will have the 
effect of causing a stampede for Cleve- 
land’s band wagon by the delegates as 
they arrive. Mr. Whitney has even gone 
so far as to make out a tabie of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s vote by states which shows that 
he will have every vote in the convention 
except 331, and that ninety-one of those 
will, perhaps, be for him after they get 
there and see the trend of affairs. The 
opinion among the opposition is that Mr. 
Whitney’s claims will have no effect upon 
the arriving delegates and the managers 
of all the other booms have delegated 
their best talkers to meet and talk with 
the delegates the minute they get upon 
the scene. 

The Cleveland people likewise have 
workers out, and the delegates who have 
reached here this afternoon and tonight 
have simply been beseiged. 

The Dark Horses’ Combine. 

Already a combination has been formed 
among the friends of many of the ‘out- 
side candidates. The field is united 
against Cleveland, and the field is work- 
ing together very smoothly so far, except 
in the case of the Illinois candidates. 

The Palmer and the Morrison people 
in the Illinois delegation are almost even- 
ly divided, and the hatred between the 
two men is so intense that either would 
go to Cleveland in preference to the other. 
However, if Morrison concludes he~has 


any chance of getting the nomination it is’ 


probable that his friends would hold off 
and allow the entire delegation to vote for 
Palmer on the first ballot, with the under- 
standing that he was to get the vote on 
the second. Still, Palmer would not 
agree to this, and it is expected that the 
delegation will divide betweem the two 
men. The danger, however, lies in the 
fight becoming so bitter that both men will 
throw their votes to Cleveland to prevent 
the other getting them. 
The Field Is Also Confident. 

The anti-Cleveland people are even more 
confident than they were yesterday. They 
were not doing much yelling today, but are 
working earnestly and in a vote-making 
way. The Hill, Gorman, Gray, Boies, 
Carlisle and Morrison forces are working 
together to prevent the nomination of Mr. 
Cleveland. Then they say it will be time 
enough to decide upon who the convention 


will nominate. 
An Anti-Cleveland Estimate.

They would, however, under no circum- 
stances go to Cleveland, because, as John 
R.. Fellows expressed it tonight, the New 
Yorkers are convinced that no work the 
organization could do would make it possi- 
ble for the ex-president to carry the state. 

The New Yorkers are elated tonight over 
the result of an informal conference of the 
Illinois delegation. 

Toying with the Dilinois Men. 

After discussing the situation, it was 
generally conceded by a: majority of the 
Illinois delegates that Mr. Cleveland’s nom- 
ination would be a mistake, and the under- 
standing was that they should agree upon 
another candidate on Monday. The Mor- 
rison men tonight proposed to the Palmer 
people that the delegation should vote 
upon the two'men, and the one receiving 
the majority should get the solid vote of 
the delegation. The proposition has not 
been accepted, but an agreement of some 
kind seems quite likely to be reached. In 
that event, the effect will be damaging upon 
Mr. Cleveland’s prospects. It would cer- 
tainly prevent his nomination on the first

ballot. Should Illinois go for Morrison, 
Mr. Cleveland’s chances of winning out will 
be reduced to a small percentage, for Car- 
lisle, Mills and Jones, of St. Louis, would 
then go in for Morrison and throw Ken- 
tucky, Texas and Missouri for him on the 
second ballot. Arkansas would go along 
with Missouri and Texas and give Mr. 
Morrison a tremendous ballot. 
Other States Heard From. 

Congressmen John Allen and Catchings, 
of Mississippi, came in tonight with the in- 
formation that their state would not give 
more than half its votes for Cleveland. 

Senator Jones thinks the Arkansas del- 
egation will vote a majority against Cleve 
land, and Senator Pasco does not believe 
more than half of Florida’s vote will go 
to the ex-president. 

Many of the southern delegations arrived 
tonight. They were met by the Cleve- 
land boomers with badges, but few would 
commit themselves by accepting the Cleve- 
land colors. They prefer to hear from 
both sides before committing. themselves 
to any man. 

Can Be Elected Without New York. 

Senator Brice’ gave out a statement this 
afternoon. which places Cleveland in a 
queer attitude, and demonstrates the truth 
of the assertion On the part of the New 
York delegation that Mr. Cleveland can- 
not carry the state. Senator Brice says 
he called upon Mr. Cleveland about two 
He 
expressed the opinion to Mr. Cleveland 
that he could not carry New York. 

“Perhaps that is true,’ replied the ex- 
president, “but I can be elected without 


Bet New York.” 


The Cleveland managers make no denial 
of this, and, of course, the anti-Cleveland 
people are using it for all it is worth, and 
with effect upon the delegates. 

Unfavorable to Cleveland. 


The appearance of things tonight would 
indicate that Mr. Cleveland is losing in- 
stead of gaining strength. If the opposi- 
tion can combine on any one man, 
they can defeat him, but 
the danger to them is that Mr. Cleveland 
may have about four hundred and fifty votes 
that will hold to him ballot after ballot. 
In that event, should the antis get to fight- 
ing among themselves over men, Mr. Cleye- 
land might bound forward again. As it 
is Mr. Cleveland has fully twice as many 
votes as any other candidate, but the mana- 
gers of all the outside candidates are now 
pulling together against Cleveland, and all 
are confident that they can form a combi- 
nation to defeat. him. :

New York, June 18.—The Constitution 

has secured the authorized plan of cam-

Mr. Cleveland is nursing a rheumatic 
leg at Buzzard’s Bay, but has been making 
a pretty careful canvass and before his 
lieutenants left for Chicago they received 
from him his own estimate as to the 
course and result of-the balloting. 

That estimate he has furnished to The 
Constitution. 

He does not expect to be nominated 
upon the first ballot, and he sends word 
to his friends that they must not be de 
luded by such expectations; but it is his 
opinion that the greatest opposition to 
him will then be manifested. 

What He Thinks. 

He thinks that he will receive, on the 
second ballot, considerable accessions 
from the scattering votes, but probably 
not enough to give him the two-thirds 
needed. 

He believes that on the third ballot 
the opposition to him will be practically 
overcome, and that he will receive two 
thirds before the roll call is completed. 

This Is His Advice. 

His advice to his friends was to conduct 
the campaign on that idea, instead of 
what he regards as the foolish plan of 
attempting to secure his nomination by a 
hurrah on the first ballot. 

This is the first intimation with regard 
to the campaign which Mr. Cleveland 
has given, and -Irhe Constitution is 
enabled to give it its first publication.

CALLING ON HILL TO WITHDRAW. 


The New York World Wante Him te Create 
Unanimity. 


New York Special Wire to The Constitution. 

New York, June 18.—The World will 
have for its leader tomorrow a column ed- 
itorial advising Senator Hill to withdraw 
his name as a candfdate for the presidential 
nomination at Chicago and give Cleveland 
his support, which The Constitution is per- 
mitted to reproduce in advance. 

The World addresses its editorial to Sen- 
ator Hill, and in it says: 

“It is of the highest importance that the 
democratic convention shall present a per- 
fect contrast to the late gathering at Min- 
neapolis. There should be unity, dignify 
anid morality in the democratic bond, where 
there were wrangling, treason and venality 
in the republican. You can insure this. 
Your proudest boast is, ‘I am a democrat.’ 
A democrat submits to the will of the ma- 
jority. A democrat puts his democracy 
before -his candidacy. A democrat makes 
sacrifice of feeling, if need be, for the suc- 
cess of his party. 

“A large majority of the delegates to Chi- 
gago strongly desire the nomination of 
Grover Cleveland. The convention would 
be practicably unanimous for him but for 
the opposition of which you are the head. 
Is it right? Is it wise for one state to try 
to override forty others? Cleveland may 
be nominated over your head. That would 
not be pleasant for you. It would not be 
the best thing for the party. 

“Are you not capahle of large politics? 
Here is your opportunity. At a word from 
you the nomination of the candidate of 
the majority would be made by acclaination. 
Following that roof-raising result the rival 
state committee and the protesting delega- 
tion of democrats from this state would 
melt, thaw and resolve themselves at once 
into the placid ocean of a common democ- 
racy. The menace of a rival ‘organi- 
zation,’ which disturbs the regulars even 
more than the big shadow of the ex-presi- 
dent, would theh be removed.”

site for nomination. But should each of 
these states, on the other hand, cast the full 
strength of its delegation for its favorite 
son, the probabilities of Cleveland’s nomina- 
tion on the opening ballot would be very re- 
mote; very, indeed. 

the estimate given out this evening by 
some of the Cleveland people, purporting to 
show that the ex-president is reasonably 
sure of receiving the requisite two-thirds 
on the first ballot, it is observed that all 
of these states are not credited with alle 
giance to their favorite son. The aggre- 
gate votes of Illinois, Indiana and Kentucky 
are 104, and thus the importance of the 
vote of these three states can hardly be 
overestimated.

A Chicago Horror. 

Last Thursday afternoon Lincoln park 
in Chicago was thronged with pleasure- 
seekers. 

Suddenly, dense masses of clouds rolled 
up from the west, and the rain fell in 
torrents. Quite a number of persons 
found shelter in Sthe granite corridor 
under the pedestal of the Grant monu- 
ment. Apparently a safer place could 
not have been selected. 

A blinding flash came from the east. 
The bolt struck the bronze statue and 
glanced into the corridor. Thirty-eight 
men and women were hurled heavily to 
the marble fioor, and when a few re 
gained consciousness, it was discovered 
that three were dead, several were seri- 
ously injured and the others were badly 
shocked. 3 

The Chicago papers say that a single 
stroke of lightning has rarely ever caused 
such havoc. The victims of the disaster 
made the mistake of collecting in a group 
and standing in a place where there was 
a current of air. But panic-stricken peo- 
ple in a storm forget all about the teach- 
ings of science and unconsciously place 
themselves in the very track of danger. 


Building Now—Manufactures Next. 

Through, the reports of the sanitary 
inspectors we are enabled to present a 
tolerably correct list of the houses begun 
during the first five months of the cur- 
rent year. These represent only the work 
within the city limits, and the report 
leaves out a good deal that was finished 
during the first quarter of 1892, but 
begun in 1891. Such improvements hav- 
ing been reported when work began upon 
them, could not be counted a second time, 
although their construction was still in 
progress. 

This year’s building will be a marked 
advance on that of last year, if work goes 
on at the present rate until the end of the 
season. The largest number of houses 
built here in any one year heretofore was 
950. This rate of increase kept up for 
two years and then there was a falling 
off, as shown Dy last year’s reports. This 
season we appear to have regained the 
ground and something more. The 
houses begun up to June ist, number 
429, and at the same rate we will see a 
thousand go up by the end of the year. 
One of the best signs is that while there 
are comparatively few costly residences 
like some built last year on Peachtree 
street and elsewhere, the general average 
is nearly 20 per cent higher. There is an 
unusually large proportion of cottages 
and residences built for occupation by 
the owners. The building for investment 
continues, and the character of the tene- 
metus is, in most cases, better than ever 
before, but the houses erected by home 
builders are very largely in the majority. 

The building of houses for homes is 
one of the most satisfactory features of 
Atlanta’s growth. The last three years 
added 2,650 houses within the city limits. 
and by the end of this year there will 
be something like a thousand more, mak- 
ing an addition of 3,500 within four years. 
A very large majority of these are or will 
be occupied by the owners, who represent 
@ population of about 18,000 souls. To 
these must be added the houses outside 
Atlanta, but occupied by <Atlantians— 
every one of them earning a livelihood 
here. ‘They cluster all around the corpor- 
ate limits of the city, and if counted 
would swell the number of the dwellings 
by something like a third. The houses 
‘built in Atlanta and on her outskirts since 
1889 are not less than 4,000 in number, 
and by the end of the year, at the present 
rate of building, they will not be less than 
4,600, domiciling between 20,000 and 
25,000 people. 

Such progress as this within four years, 
the last two of which fell in a period 
of business depression, is remarkable, and 
indicates more plainly than anything else 
the unconquerable spirit of progress that 
has sustained Atlanta from her infancy. 
The old spirit and the old energies are 
undiminished, and so far as. human eye 
: ean see there is nothing that will perma- 
ie mently check this progress.

The ex-president’s friends confidently 
claim his nomination on the first ballot, 
but while they declare that they can point 
out two-thirds of the delegates who are 
for him, they are careful not to give the 
details of his strength. a 

The friends of the other candidates are 
apparently not disturbed by this talk, 
They say that it is only an estimate, and 
pronounce it a bluff, such as is usually 
indulged in at conventions where it Is 
customary, when a candidate has a slight 
advantage, to claim everything in sight. 

The persistent predictions of a dark 
horse continue, and he is confined to no 
one section of the country, but appars to 
bob up everywhere. 

The dark horse has names enougti., 
Cleveland, Hill, Boies, Gray, Palmer and 
Gorman are recognized candidates, Dat 
the dark horse may be either Carlisfle, 
Morrison, Campbell, Russell, Pattisop, or 
Fuller. 

It is astonishing how many lawyers, 
delegates and others, are quietly in favor 
of Chief Justice Fuller. Their idea is that 
the peculiar nature of his high position 
lifts him far above the petty motfves of 
sections and factions. «cle has no political 
record to attack, and his flawless charac- 
ter and eminent ability require no advo- 
cacy. His nomination would harmonize 
factions everywhere, and bring out a solid 
democratic vote, especially in the great 
west, where he is popular with both 
parties. 

But, despite these speculations, it looks 
very much like Cleveland, and while his 
managers may be overconfident in claim- 
ing his nomination on the first ballot, the 
situation is such as to naturally lead them 
into a slightly exaggerated estimate, 

But the dark horse—when he is spoken 
of the clouds of uncertainty loom up 
again. It will take a day or two, and 
perhaps several days, to get the concrete 
facts. 


Better Times. 

The reporters of the commercial agen- 
cies sustain our encouraging views of the 
situation, published from time to time, 
during the past few weeks. , 

It is exceedingly difficult to forecast 
the state of trade. Flush times and 
periods of depression come unheralded, 
and men are unable to anticipate the far- 
reaching effect of apparently small causes. 

For some reason our great capitalists 
and developers are in a sanguine mood, 
and they are getting things in shape for 
vast enterprises. The accumulated cap- 
ital in our money centers is impatiently 
seeking investment and employment, and 
the south will get a good share of it. 

Trade is improving at nearly every 
southern point, and there is scarcely any 
complaint about the tightness of the 
money market. Generally in a presiden- 
tial year business is dull, but it seems to 
be the impression north and south that 
the result of the campaign will not mate- 
rially affect commerce and industry.

The lawyers for Ravachol, the anarchist, 
will try to prove his insanity by showing 
that at an early age he was disinclined 
to work, appropriated the goods of others 
and developed a homicidal tendency when 
people resisted his attacks upon their 
property.

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|The Sun Is Gradually Losing Its Heat 


and Brilliancy, 
AND THE EARTH MAKING CHANGES 


So That Eventually It Will Be Unin- 
habited, andthe Waters of the 
Seas Will Dry Up. 


The very structure of the terrestrial 
globe, its flattening at the poles, the ar- 
rangement of its geological formations, the 
character of its lower primitive strata, its 
volcanoes which still smoke and vomit forth 
burning lava, its earthquakes, the regular 
rise in temperature as a descent is made 
towards its center, are all facts that unite 
in proving the earth to have been unin- 
habited and uninhabitable in primitive 
times, and in showing that it was at first 
in the condition of a hot, luminous and in- 
candescent sun. On the other hand, if the 
annual revolution of our planet around the 
sun is examined, as well as the orbits of 
the other planets, it is seen that they all 
revolve nearly in the plane of the solar 
equator and all in the same direction, which 
is also the direction in which the sun itself 
rotates. (Certain small planets deviate 
somewhat from this general plane, but 
their number in a singlefzone and their 
very insignificance show them to have 
undergone some special perturbation). We 
cannot help feeling that the origin of worlds 
is connected in some way or other with the 
sun, around which they gravitate like chil- 
dren indissolubly attached to their father. 

During the last century Buffon, Kant 
and Laplace were impressed with this 
thought, and it still strikes us today with 
the same force, despite certain difficulties 
in detail yet unexplained. The most prob- 
able hypothesis, the most scientific theory, 
is that which presents the sun as a con- 
densed nebula, and as having existed since 
the unknown epoch when this nebula more

thi filled the space occupied by the pres- 
ent solar system,’ an immense slowly re- 
volving gaseous lens, whose exterior cir- 
cumference reached the zone marked by 
the orbit of Neptune, or even farther, for 
Neptune does not form the real limit of the 
system. But perhaps the distance be 
tween the planets has gradually incregsed. 
Let us imagine an immense gaseous mass 
placed in space. Attraction is an in- 
herent force of seat B atom of matter. The 
densest portion of this mass gradually at- 
tracts all the surrounding parts, and in 
the slow fall of the most distant molecules 
toward this most attractive region a gen- 
tral movengent is produced, imperfectly 
directed toward the center, which soon 
dtaws the entire mass into a rotary mo 
tion. The simplest form, in virtue also 
of this law of attraction, is the sphere; 
this is the form which a drop of water or 
a drop of mercury takes when free to 
move, and this is the form first assumed 
by the revolving gaseous mass. 
Mechanical laws prove that the rotary 
motion of the nebula increases in propor- 
tion as the gaseous mass condenses and 
diminishes in volume. In consequence 
of the more rapid movement the poles be- 
come flattened, and, little by little, the 
mass assumes the form of an enormous 
lens of gas. It is possible that it might 
finally rotate gas fast enough to develo 
upon its exterior circumference a centrif- 
ugal force superior to the general attrac- 
tion of the mass, as when a sling is rapidly 
revolved. The inevitable consequence is 
a disturbance of equilibrium resulting in 
the separation of an external ring. is 
gaseous ring continues to revolve in the 
same time and at the same rate of speed; 
but its nebulous progenitor will never again 
be attached to it, and will continue to un- 
dergo a progressive condensation and ac- 
celeration of motion. The same thing oc- 
curs as often as the speed of rotation, or 
the centrifugal force, exceeds the force of 
attraction. Also, it is quite possible that 
secondary centers of condensation may be 
formed even in the interior of the nebula. 
The telescope shows us nebulae in the 
tant: heavens whose forms correspond 
to these transformations, and we here rep- 
resent three of them. The first (fig. 42) 
is found in the constellation of the Hunt- 
ing Dogs, and gives an example of a cen- 
tral condensation, beginning with a solar 
focus at the center of a spherical or lens- 
shaped nebula; the second is found, in 
Aquarius, and presents a sphere encircled

by a ring, the edge of which is seen, fe- 
calling in a striking way the formation of 
such a world as Jupiter; the third belongs 
to the constellation of Pegasus; it is re- 
markable on account of the zones already 
detached from the central nucleus, and is 
sun surrounded by gaseous 
rings. In the future we shall see others 
like it and no less remarkable. Spectrum 
analysis proves that these nebulae, instead 
of being formed of stars haemo together, 
are, in reality, composed of gases in which

the sun ever w off another world? 
It is not probable. In order to do so its 
rotary motion must greatly increase, be- 
conang 219 times more rapid than at pres- 
ent. 

In the same manner the moon was formed 
from the terrestrial equator when the 
earth, still a nebula, extended as far as 
the orbit of* that luminary, then perhaps 
nearer us than now. 

The relative density of the planets cor- 
roborates this theory. The moon formed, 
so to speak, of materials floating on the 
surface of the terrestrial nebula, is much 
lighter than the earth. The inferior plan- 
ets, Mars, the earth, Venus and Mercury, 
are much more dense than the superior 
planets, Neptune, Uranus, Saturn and Ju- 
piter. Furthermore, the same materials 
which compose the earth, and which also 
exist in a gaseous state in the sun, are 
found in the chemical composition of the 
different worlds, the comets, shooting stars 
and meteorites. 

Thus the earth was formed by the slow 
condensation of a gaseous ring detached 
from the, sun (fig. 45), which still continued 
to contract and condense in order that Ve- 
nus and Mereury might afterwards be pro- 
duced. Frém that time the terrestrial 
nebula had an independent existence, and 
from it: was slowly evolved an immense 
gaseous globe rotating on its own axis. 

This revolving globe gradually became 
denser, and was heated by the infinitesimal 
and steady impact of the materials com- 
posing it, so that the nascent earth shone 
with a feeble light in the midst of the som- 
ber night of space. 

From the gaseous state it became liquid, 
and then solid, and it doubtless still con- 
tinues to cool and contract. But its mass 
is increased from age to age by the me- 
teorites and shooting stars which are con- 
tinually falling upon it—mofe ‘than a hun- 
dred billion every year. . 

Neither years nor ages need be enumer- 
ated in defining the incommensurable time 
employed by nature in the creation and 
elaboration of the world’s system. Millions 
of years added to millions scarcely mark the 
seconds of eternity. But the human intel- 
lect, comprehending both time and space, 
is able to see worlds come into being! We 
see them shining at first. with a feeble glim- 
mer, then becoming resplendent like the 
sun, then cooling, becoming covered with 
spots and with a solid crust, undergoing 
terrible confusions and cataclysms as “the 
crust frequently breaks away and falls 
into the furnace beneath, marked with 
numberless scars, slowly hardening as they 
cool, and henceforth receiving external heat 
and light from the sun; we see them peo- 
pled with living beings and becoming the 
seat of toiling human races, who, in their 
turn, transform the surface, and after hav- 
ing served gs a habitation for higher life 
and ange, we see them slowly losing 
ing served as a habitation for higher life 
living beings, becoming old and decrepit, 
and finally dying and henceforth rolling 
like moving tombs through the silent des- 
erts of eternal night. Such is the perpet- 
ual evolution that all things undergp, the 
secular metamorphosis of worlds and liv- 
ing beings. 

How many times has the face of the 
earth bee renewed since the distant epoch 
of its burning genesis on the equatorial 
frontiers of the solar nebula? How many 
centuries has it been revolving around the 
sun? How many centuries has the sun 
itself been shining? On the hypothesis 
that nebulous matter was extremely tenu- 
ous at the beginning, the quantity of heat 
has been, calculated which would be engen- 
dered by the fall of all these molecules to- 
wards the center, in the condensation to 
which the formation of the solar system is 
due. Supposing the specific heat of the 
condensing mass to have been that of water, 
the heat of condensation would have suf- 
ficed to raise the temperature 28,000.000 
degrees centigrade (Helmholtz and Tyn- 
dall). It has long been known that heat 
is but a form of motion; it is an infinitesi- 
mal vibratory movement of atoms. 

Today all motion can be _ changed 
into heat and all heat into motion. The 
movement caused by the condensation has 
been enough and more than enough to 
produce the present temperature of the 
sun and the original temperature of all the 
planets. If this brilliant center of our 

lanetary system continues to condense, as 
it probably will, a condensation which would 
shorten its diameter by 1-2000 part of its 
present length would engender a quantity 
of heat sufficient to make up for that lost 
by emission during two thousand years. 

At the present rate of emission the solar

heat produced by the past condensation of 
its mass will last twenty million years 
longer. The length of time necessary for 
the condensation which the primitive nebula 
must have undergone, in order that our plan- 
etary system might be constituted, entirely 
defies our imagination; there would be no 
exaggeration in counting it by billions of 
ages. ‘The experiments of Bischof upon 
basalt seem to preve that our globe required 
350,000,000 years to pass from a liquid to 
a solid state, and to cool from 2,000 degrees 
to 200 degrees. The syn must have exist- 
ed many million ages before! What is-all 
human history compared with such periods? 
It is but a rippie on the ocean. 

The terrestrial globe revolved in space 
for thousands of centuries, in the state of 
an immense chemical laboratory. A con- 
tinnal delugeyof boiling water fell from 
the clouds upon the burning ground and 
rose again into the atmosphere in the form 
of vapor, only to be again precipitated. 
agg the temperature of the earth’s sur- 
ace 
water the steam liquefied, and water was 
protease.

le tempests the earth’s crust, broken a 
thousand times by the fiery convulsions at 
its center, vomited forth flames which re- 
united the broken fragments.

Afterwards, on the bosom of the floods, the 
first semi-fluid combinations of carbon form- 
ed protoplasm, the rudimen element of

The tertiary period, whose sole accession 
of life was mammals and animal species 
more or less resembling the human race, 
next came to receive the heritage of prim- 
itive ages and take the place of the preced- 
ing period. Its duration was not more than 
3-100 of the whole time. : 

Finally the quarternary age arrived, 
bringing the human race and cultivated 
trees. It does not represent more than 
1-100 part of the scale of time, probably 
only 1-200 part! 

How our ordinary ideas of peter are 
enlarged and magnified by such reflecti ns! 
We seem to have gone far into the past 
when we gaze upon the old pyramids still 
standing in the plains of Egypt, on the 
obelisks covered. with mysterious hiero- 
glyphics, on the silent temples of Assyria, 
the ancient pagodas of India, the idols of 
Mexico and Peru, or contemplate the ven- 
erable traditions of Asia and of the Aryan 
race, our ancestors, or look upon the imple- 
ments of the stone age—arms, arrows, 
lances, knives and scrapers of cut flint, and 
the stones used in slings in the times of our 
primitive barbarity—and we scarcely dare 
speak of ten or twenty thousand years! 
But even when we grant that our race, 
which progresses so slowly, has lived a 
hundred thousand years, what is that com- 
pared with the fabulous number of ages 
that have preceded us in the history of our 
planet? 

If we give but a hundred thousand years 
to the quarternary or present age, it follows 
that the tertiary period reigned duting the 
preceding five hundred thousand years, the 
secondary period during «two million three 
hundred thousand, and the primary period 
during six million four hundred thousand, 
and the primordial oe during ten mil- 
lion seyen hundred thousand years—making 
a grand total of twenty million years! 
And again, what is the history of life com- 
pared with the whole history of the globe, 
since it took the earth more than three 
thousand million years to become solid and 
to have its external temperature reduced to 
200 degrees? And how many more millions 
must we not add if we wish to represent 
the time which elapsed between the tem- 
perature of 200 degrees and of 70 degrees, 
which is probably the highest temperature 
at which organic life could exist? 

The study of worlds opens’ before us hori- 
zons of time as immense as those which are 
brought to view in space. It gives us a 
glimpse both of eternity and of infinity. 

We all admire the beauties of terrestrial 
nature, green hills, fragrant fields, babbling 
brooks, woods with thin mysterious shadows, 
groves filled with singing birds, ‘mountains 
crowned with glaciers, the immensity of 
oceans, clouds bordered with the gold and 
scarlet of glowing @unsets, sublime’ sunrises 
that tinge mountain peaks with their ruddy 
glow and send their first rays to shine among 
the gray vapors of the plain. We admire 
the works of man which crown those of na- 
ture—bold viaducts thrown from mountain 
to mountain to be traversed with steam; ships, 
wonderful buildings that cross the. ocean; 
brilliant and busy cities; palaces and temples; 
libraries which are intellectual mugeums; 
the arts of sculpture and painting which 
idealize reality; musical inspirations that make 
us forget common things; the wor of in- 
tellectual genius that investigate the mys- 
teries of worlds and carry us into the intinite 
—and we live happily in the midst of this 
radiant life of which we become an integral 
part. But all this beauty, all these flowers 
and fruits; will pass away. 

The earth has been born and it will also 
die. It will come to an end either through 
old age, when its vital elements have been 
exhausted, or from the extinction of the sun, 
upon whose rays its life depends. 

It may also end accidentally, from a col- 
lision with some heavenly body encountered 
on its course, but this end of the world is of 
all others the most improbable. 

It may, we say, die a natural death by the 
slow absorption of its vital element, and, in 
truth, it is probable that air and water are 
both disntnichies. for oceans and the atmos- 
phere seem formerly to have been much 
more extensive than now.

SOME OF OUR SYNONYMS 


Synonym is from the Greek sun (in which 
the u turns to our English y) together and 
onuma, & name, named together. It is not 
true that two words of the same original 
language mean exactly the same thing. It 
is the case often that the identical idea is 


and if one language should introduce a 
foreign word it might then have a true 
equivalent for one of native origin. 

This occurs so often in English that we 
seek for a reason and think we find the cor- 
rect solution in this fact in the history of 
our people. 

William the Norman conquered Eng- 
land in 10€6. The decisive battle was 
fought at Hastings where the king, Harold, 
was killed. There were two distinct peo- 
ples in one land, having languages alto- 
getiter different; the one rude, but express- 
ive, Anglo-Saxon from the wilds of northern 
Europe, the other rich in ideas, beautiful 
and musical, Norman French, a lineal de- 
scendant of Rome and its literary magnif- 
icence, slightly toned down by its thou- 
sand years of use by a bold, free people. 

The conqueror insured political order by 
his rigorous administration, but there was 
not intellectual unity. The lines were sharp- 
ly drawn between Norman and Saxon. The 
laws were Norman; the records were Nor- 
man; the officers were Norman and the no- 
bility were of Normans holding titles under 
a Norman ruler. The Saxon, crushed and 
ruined by defeat, kept his own views, wis 
still thane or earl to his own people, and 
he lived as best he could under the trials 
he met on all sides. 

The very strength, however, of the mon- 
archy with the absence of religious differ- 
ences, worked powerfully for the inter- 
fusion of the two elements of the popula- 
tion. Those of the DInglish, or Anglo- 
Saxons, who derired to moye among the 
educated or titled classes and to associate 
with persons of authority or ~ influence, 
found it absolutely necessary te obtain 
some knowledge of the ‘Northan (French. 
fhe lower classes hearing thelr om. yn..mas- 
ters using French words begin® to” take 
them up in their every day speech, and to 
incorporate them in the common Janguage. 

It came in years to mean that.a knowl- 
edge of French, even though it could only 
be called a smattering, was a badge of gen- 
tility. When it became fashionable the ol 
English inflections and many of its ruder 
words gradually gave way to the Norman 
as a question of the survival of the fittest. 

It was not.all otie way, however. The 
Norman also adopted Saxon wopds, but not 
as seeking a claim to recognition thereby. 
It was a necessity. In the French wars the 
Saxon bowman must be understood by his 
Norman lord and master, and the only 
means was for the nobleman to speak Saxon 
to his churl. The wars over, or temporar- 
ily suspended, the Saxon words remained 
and passed in ordinary conversation in the 
castle, as well as on the field. 

An old writer says: “Every man turned 
himself into a walking phrasebook. The 
Norman used English synonyms for his 
French words, and whenever an English- 
man spoke with a Norman he sought in 
turn French equivalents for the words of 
his own vernacular, and our language 
swarmed with words that went in couples.” 

When Normandy was lost to England in 
1204 the rulers and the masses had a com- 
mon political interest. The Norman had 
no continental place in Europe, so he be- 
gan to consider England his home; the 
‘Saxon was no longer called to fight for 
Normandy and he settled down in peace 
by his own fireside. The tendency of the 
time and the drift of religious teaching 
were towards a consolidation of the two 
people now using practically the same lan- 
guage. 

In 1362 a formal act of parliament dis- 
posed of both Latin and French at court, 
and English was declared to be the lan- 
guage for general use. 

The tactics of these influences are seen 
in our many synonyms. A few are given 
to show how both people in their inter- 
course would double their ideas to be under- 
stood. Love-and affection, to have and to 
hold, to honor and obey, will and testa- 
ment, acknowledge and confess, pray and 
beseech, aid and abet, placed and standing, 
promise and vow, pomp and vanity, ways 
and means, teach and instruct, hide and 
conceal, eject and put out, sell and con- 
vey, rent and lease, bargain and trade, 
and so on many others from the old Eng- 
lish statutes and the book of common prayer 
will illustrate and justify the-reason as- 
signed for so many synonyms in our lan- 
guage. « 

It is not to be understood that the pres- 
ent meaning of synonym restricts us to 
these pairs of pa 3 ale words similar 
in their general reach ; yet they express 
very nice shades and distinctions of 
| thought. The English is rich and more than 
complete in the abundance of its words,

Tallapoosa, Ga., June 18.—(Special.)— 
Both the old and new board of directors 
of the Merchants’ and Miners’ bank have 
been laboring faithfully the past week en- 
deavoring to perfect the arrangements nec- 
essary to.open up the bank for business. 
Not until today were they willing even to 
announce for anything like a _ certainty 
on what day it would resume, but it is now 
absolutely certain it can resume on the basis 
accepted by the depositors who agreed to 
accept certificates of deposit, and Monday 
is the day set for resuming business. 

While the necessary funds are fully ar- 
ranged for, much detail work will necessar- 
ily have to be done prior to the opening, 
else it might have opened its doors Satur- 
day. However, we can wait a day or two 
patiently, knowing of a certainty that our 
bank will resume and that in a better con- 
dition than it has been for months, while 
the suspense of the past week has been 
almost unbearable. 

The impression seems to have gone abroad 
that the bank’s trouble was due to its ina- 
bility to eollect heavy loans made our man- 
ufacturers. In justice to the manufactur- 
ers we will say that all of them combined 
do not owe the bank to exceed $6,000, and 
not a cent of that amount was due when 
the bank’s doors were closed. The same 
figures nearly explain the relatigns between 
the bank and all our merchants. So that 
the bank’s condition can in no wise be attri- 
buted to the business houses of our city, 
nor can its condition be looked upon as an 
index to the city’s business. To the con- 
trary it is a fact worthy of note that while 
the bank has not been in a condition to ex- 
tend our business men any favors for 
months, not one of them has suffered mater- 
ially, nor has any industry stopped its wheels 
in consequence of this inconvenience.

Merchants and manufac- 
turers realize this and are influenced in 
locating and extending their business by 
accessibility to the chief offices of a great 
system. There is good reason in this. I 
see that the Danville people say that Judge 
Speer is responsible for the receivership 
and the removal. The responsibility goes 
further back than that. ‘The Olives and 
Berners and Atkinsons and Smiths are the 
real cause. The people of our state have 
a terrible indictment to bring against the 


-men who have wrecked confidence in 


Georgia investments and securities. For 
six years a ceaseless warfare has been 
kept up on railroads in Georgia by men who 
wanted office and thought it was a popular 
thing to fight corporations. Those who op- 
posed the demagogues pointed out that the 
result would be disastrous to Georgia.

There- 
fore, it is a fact proven and practically, con- 
ceded, so far as the evidence in this case is 
concerned, that this large indebtedness ex- 
ists fn favor of the Central railroad against 
the Richmond and Danville railroad. 

The Clyde-Maben Bill, 


_ “The bill filed by Messrs.Clyde and Maben 
in Virgina and introduced here in evidence 
by the Richmond and Danville railroad 
shows that this company has been in a con- 
dition of utter and hopeless insolvency for 
many months past. ‘he bill charges fur- 
ther that certain of the directors of the Ter- 
minal company have been guilty of the 
grossest mismanagement and fraud, and 
have been enriching themselves at the ex- 
pense of the company which they repre- 
sented. Whether these charges are true 
or not we do not know, but. we do know 
that they are made by gentlemen who have 
long been identified with the management 
of the Danville and Terminal companies, 
and who are now directors of one or both 
of these companies. 

*Te people of Georgia will never forget 
that but for the action of Judge Speer the 
Central railroad, with all of its dependent 
properties, would now be engulfed in this 
vortex of ruin in which the Danville and 
Terminal companies are involved. . But for 
the action of Judge Speer the Central rail- 
road, and all its dependent properties, 
would now be in the hands of 
receivers appointed by the Virginia court. 
When you consider the untold disaster that 
this would have brought to all sections of 
this state and to so many of the people of 
Georgia you will realize the eternal claim 
of gratitude that our people owe to the 
wisdom, the firmness, the high sense of jus- 
tice and unerring provision of this distin- 
guished jurist. 

“IT do not say this in defense of Judge 
Speer. He needs no defense; his vindica- 
tion is in the record, and a proud and tri- 
umphant vindication it is. It must, and 
it will ever be, a source of supreme pride 
and gratification to him and to those who 
come after him, and it will stand as @ mon- 
ument to his fame, his ability and his char.
